OW, repeat NOW, is the time to be thinking 

about next winter’s feeding problems, both in 
terms of good nutrition and good economics. For it 
is largely on the quality of the crops you are now in 
the process of harvesting and conserving that their 
part in influencing the yield, quality atid cost of your 
autumn and winter milk depends. 

We speak on this matter from experience for every 
year we undertake the analysis of many thousands of 
hay and silage samples on behalf of farmers, an all too 
high percentage of which are well below average 
in quality, due largely to cutting at the wrong stage, 
inadequate tedding or poor conservation. 

There is no space in this brief column to give 
advice on this subject, but we would hazard a guess 
that if more farmers paid attention to such experts 
as Stephen Williams, and were a little less traditional 
in their methods, next season’s cake bill would show 
a better return and perhaps even be reduced. Make 
maintenance from home produced foods a reality next 
winter instead of an empty slogan. 


=: is customary to keep Spring born calves inside 
during their first summer. But if June follows the 
song and ‘“‘ busts out all over,” and you have some 
good, clean paddocks to spare, that have not carried 
stock this season there is no reason why good doers 
should not have the advantage of outside rearing. In 
this way you can rest your buildings in readiness for 
next season’s autumn-born crop. A single rested 
building is worth a half dozen that have been merely 
disinfected. 


EAVY’ pig production is undoubtedly on the 

increase, though the definition of ‘heavy’ 
varies from 200 pounders (sometimes known as 
‘ cutters”) to 260 1b. at slaughter. In almost every 
cas¢ grain plays a large part in the make-up of the 
finishing ration (from 140 Ib. to slaughter). But a 
cereal diet on its own is, of course, inadequate if the 
pig is to grow fast with a high percentage of lean, and 
supplementation with proteins, minerals and vitamins 
is essential. 

To meet this need, BOCM have recently introduced 
Heavy Pigmix, a specialised concentrate designed to 
be fed at a 10% inclusion rate with suitable cereals.

TRONGER stores were again in most demand at auctions last week, several centres 
returning averages of between £70 and £80 for both beef types and beef-dairy 
crosses. Despite shorter supplies in many cases, however, values generally were 


One notable exception was at 


Hereford where beef yearling steers made £6 more to average £62. 


Prices at this market, though, were high all 
round, two-year-old steers at £79 also being 
£6 dearer. More animals in both sections at 
Oswestry caused rates to fall by £1 to £3 a 
head. At Shrewsbury “dete. od steers realized 
an additional £3, = averaging £72 
and dairy crosses £68. elshpool, with a 
smaller offering in the beef breed section, re- 
ported values either unchanged or slightly 
advanced. 

Among Banbury’s 841 beef animals only 
yearling heifers (up by £3) made more 
money, other classes averaging £1 to £4 less. 
Yearling heifers, this time dairy crosses, were 
also in demand at Crewe (an extra £9) and at 
Leicester (£2 dearer). In a steady trade at 
Rugby stronger beef steers averaged £78. At 
Derby beef-dairy heifers of the same age met 
a good trade, selling at £74—a rise of £10. 

Demand for practically all classes was 
firmer at Hexham, two-year-old heifers at 
£68 showing an increase of £6 on the week. 
Beef-dairy crosses sold well at Preston, 
stronger steers making £74. At Aberdeen 
beef animals, although not so numerous, were

Grows More Acute 


many jobs and too few people to fill them. That is the story of the 

manpower situation in this country. Figures recently published show that 

at May 10, vacancies notified to Labour Exchanges stood at 353,519. 

Against that there were 299,272 persons unemployed on May 15. These statis- 

tics mean that there is a shortage of labour and as some employers have probably 

given up notifying the Exchanges in areas where there is little hope of recruiting 
staff the shortage is even more acute than it appears. 


Lots of people have been expressing 
soncern about our failure to match the 
rate of economic progress achieved by 
other European countries and Japan. In 
fact there has been so much concern that 
a danger exists of the Government being 
encouraged to put the cart before the 
horse to obtain results. 

Every businessman knows that the 
quickest way to Carey Street is to try 
and expand too fast. Rapid expansion 
is all well and good sufficient 


business is growing in healthy fashion 

but much more difficult when dealing 

with the whole economy. 

However, the basic considerations of re- 
sources and creditworthiness do apply. 
Ability to grow is dependent upon there 
being resources available to increase out- 
put. That means not only factories and 
machines but also men to operate them. 


Expand 

Through the use of tax incentives the 
Government is encouraging industry to 
expand production facilities. As new fac- 
tories and more efficient machinery and 


methods are brought into use the man- trouble. 





power need will fall. Good. progress has 
already been made in this direction. 

We have only to consider the post-war 
experience to realize that scientific ad- 
vances such as automation and electronics 
have helped to produce a shorter work- 
ing week and higher living standards. 

This trend is bound to continue over 
the years. And the surest way of meet- 
ing higher growth targets is to foster 
research and the continuing moderi- 
ization and expansion of production. 

Obviously industry is not going to be 
keen to spend money on new facilities un- 
less the trading prospect offers the promise 
of a return being obtained from the 
additional capital invested in the fairly 
near future. For that reason it is impor- 
tant that demand be maintained. 

But we are still left considering whether 
or not our existing resources and credit- 
worthiness allow the promotion of faster 
expansion over the short term.

Continued dry and cold weather over most 
of the country appeared to be having more 
serious effects in the long run than the frosts, 
These, although severe in some areas, notably 
Nottinghamshire, Staffordshire, The Fens and 
spread drastic damage. In many parts their 
action was accentuated by the lack of moisture.

The danger of blight which had arisen in 
the West was, however, largely averted the 
drought and cool weather, Health of the 
crops was, in general, quite good. In 
areas where rain has fallen, or where growers 
have been irrigating, condition was said to 
be good 

Although the volume of lifting was increas- 
ing, it was still negligible in the east and 
Scotland. In some areas, such as Anglesey, it 
was stopped by rain at the beginning of the 
week. In Cornwall about 40 per cent of the 
crop had been lifted and in Pembrokeshire 
about 25 per cent. Yields are in the region of 
34 to 4 tons, going as high as 5 tons in some 
districts.

GOLD DOWN 
THE DRAIN 


VERYBODY is familiar with the sight of 
liquid manure slipping down the farmyard 
drains and into the soakaway, there to 

enrich the bed of nettles which has been allowed 
to grow and thrive over the years, and now 
marks the passage of valuable plant food. 


This wastage is undoubted fact and does not admit 
of argument. It is vital energy uselessly run- 
ning away and, if it is within economic possi- 
bility, it ought to be harnessed to the benefit of 
our crops, whether grass or arable. 


This is not a national responsibility. It is the duty 
of all of us who practise agriculture to study the 
layout of our buildings and drainage systems, 
and then decide for ourselves whether the bene- 
fits of canalizing liquid manure will justify the 
necessary capital outlay. 

Such an operation would be simple if there were 
some yardstick from which to work. No such 
reliable guide is ready available. There is, in 
fact, a great dearth of information. 


Much work has been done on organic irrigation, 
but mainly by interested parties who have equip- 
ment to sell. The information they have pro- 
vided and the work they have already done are 
promising enough to arouse enthusiasm in 
those who are looking well into the future, but 
they are clearly not yet sufficient to persuade the 
less adventurous to take positive action. 


No one can be blamed for this cautious approach 
because we are dealing with a system of which 
we know too little. Reports from Europe and 
more isolated examples in this country give 
some indication of its successes, but economic- 
ally we lack positive information about the vital 
statistics—money and potential returns. 

Important questions will have to be answered. To 
begin with, the installation of the necessary 
equipment for such a system is not cheap. It 
may well appear from past experiments as if the

grass looks greener and grows quicker, but there 
is far more to it than that. 

Above all, it is essential to know before incurring 
capital expenses, whether what we are applying 
in liquid form is balanced and will produce the 
quality required in the end product—the crop. 

If it is true that we are pouring gold down the 
drain, then it is urgent that we should have 
these questions answered. 

Future margins will not allow for any wastage. 
Organic irrigation may well be one of the ways 
of widening this margin, but up to now there 
are few figures on its economics. 


The N.A.A.S. should give a lead with this subject, 
which appears to have taken a seat towards the 
back. If the ordinary farmer can gain using 
organic irrigation techniques we should hear 
about it from our research council and advisory 
bodies.

Not Such Bad Chaps 


No longer are we inefficient com- 
pared with our continental counter- 
parts. No longer ought we to be ex- 
posed—in the national interest—to the 
full blast of the economic winds of the 
world and, if we shrivel that’s our own 
fault. 

Instead we are told that, when it 
comes to brass tacks, we have nothing 
to fear from continental farming. In 
fact we are rather better at the game 
than most Europeans. 


Better Off 


So much so indeed that a good 
many of us will be better off when 
we all get together. Only a few will 
have to take the hard way out, and 
they are not worth worrying about. 

So the argument runs. I’m not par- 
ticularly worried as to whether it’s true 
or not—at this stage. But I am laugh- 
ing quietly at the change of front. 
Someone seems to think it’s worth try- 
ing to soften us up. 

But my opinion on the position will 
not be affected by arguments from

On top 
of this, the strange depression in the 
beef market has stepped up the guar- 
antees to over twice last year’s level.

I cannot see much prospect of 
substantial savings on other commodi- 
ties, so inevitably the total bill is likely 
to rise appreciably. 

In the most serious case—grain— 
it is entirely in the Government’s 
hands. If it allows tremendous im- 
ports, many of them subsidized, then it 
must expect the comebacks.

month, Without doubt, in the case of barley, the main reason is the 
tremendous increase in imports, mostly from countries which are not regular 
suppliers and which are selling at rates far below their own internal ones in 


recent months. 

The chart on page. 13 shows just how 
drastically market prices have fallen in 
recent years. 

Quotations in the last few weeks for 
home-grown feeding barley have been 7s 
or 8s cwt lower than at the same time 
last year. Moreover, they were as low as, 
if not lower than, at any time (including 
immediately after harvest) during the 
better part of 20 years. 

The large home barley crop augured 
badly earlier in the season and the mild 
winter has not helped. Then recently 
growers who have been holding back 
hoping for better rates have been forced 
to sell. 

But imports in the first three months 
of this year at over twice the 1960 level 
and in April at nearly four times, have 
obviously put the cap on the situation. 
Board of Trade figures in the table 

below show that a big reduction in ship- 
ments from Canada has been far out- 
weighed by the huge tonnages from 
Russia, Australia and to a lesser extent 
from France and America. 


Offering Prices 

In addition to the quantities involved, 
the offering prices have played a big part. 
Australian quotations, while generally 
following the market, have not been quite 
so ridiculously low as the £15 a ton at 
which Russian and French supplies have 
been offered. 

The average producer price for feed 
barley of the 1960 crop in France is 
believed to be over £24 a ton. 

With wheat the situation, as regards 
prices, is just about as bad. But total 
imports of this grain have not increased 
this year so far. Some say that barley 
prices have dragged down those for wheat, 
others that it is the general world depres- 
sion in the wheat market coupled with the 
high level of home-grown stocks in 
Britain. 

At the end of April there were some 
400,000 tons on farms, twice last year’s 
level, and about equal to the comparable 
1959 figure. But then the market was 
much more buoyant and the stocks were 
cleared in the following few months. 

Certainly there has not been the 
same intense competition with wheat 
between the Russians and the French 
to sell here at any price as in the case 
of barley. 

The N.F.U. has been active on the 
situation.

Heavy Home 
Wheat Offers 
ENERAL trade view in East Anglia 


G is that recent heavy offerings of 
wheat both from British farms and from 
France have caused the cereal market 
slump, writes Our East Anglian Corre- 
spondent. Many British farmers, it is be- 
lieved, have hung on to wheat until. the 
last premium period to help pay for in- 
stalling drying and storage plants. 

These offerings coincided with a sudden 
oftering of 350,000 tons of French 
wheat. Few merchants have bought this, 
it is claimed, because of the possible 
reaction from British farmers. But the 
offer has been sufficient to pull prices 
down by almost 4s a cwt in a month. 

A further contribution to this slump 
has been the low quality of 1960 harvest 
British wheat. Millers have used only 
about 15 per cent in their flour mix.

P.L.D.A. Offers Progeny 
Test for Pork 


N order to help producers meet the 
requirements of the pork trade the 
Pig Industry Development Authority are 
to offer facilities at their stations for pro- 
geny testing pigs of all breeds at 130Ib 
liveweight. Echo-sounding equipment will 
be used to estimate the lean meat content 
of live pigs at weights up to 130lb and 
after slaughter at this weight. 

A proportion of all producers’ pigs: will 
be dissected completely and details of the 
actual and estimated lean meat will be 
included in reports. The number dissected 
will depend on the demand for the service. 

Representatives of the butchery trade 
organizations have been invited to discuss 
with P.I.D.A. the sort of information 
which should be incorporated in carcase 
reports. They will also be asked to advise 
the Authority about any additional infor- 
mation they would like included in the 
reports of pigs slaughtered at the usual 
2001Ib liveweight.

Operative Date for British Membership 
Forecast in this Vital Assessment 
of the Situation 


BRUSSELS, FRIDAY 


If Britain wishes to enter the Common Market, she must accept 
the fact that over the next few years our present system of agricul- 
tural support must be gradually diminished and that there would 
eventually be completely free trade with foodstuffs in Europe. 


It is clear beyond doubt from the talks I have had here with 
the Common Market Agricultural Commission and with the French, 
Dutch and Italian representatives that, whatever arrangements may 
be made for the continuance of agricultural upport and protection 
in the transitional period, we would have to accept this concept from 


the start. 


NY idea that Britain could join on any other terms is out. 


Any proposal 


for a form of “ association,” excluding or exempting agriculture and Com- 


monwealth produce from the eventual free market, is a non-starter. 


If we 


join the club, we must accept its rules and objectives, although we would have 
an important say in the means of 1 aoe the ultimate goal. 


But we are not going to be allowed to 
join and use our membership to delay or 
block the progress of the common agri- 
cultural policy. I reported from Bonn last 
week that the Germans hoped Britain 
would join and support her in such a 
delaying process. 

Now I must report that this possi- 
bility does not exist. The French, 
Dutch and Italians are already restive 
at German procrastination in this field. 


The French—who are recognized as 
the political leaders in the Common Mar- 
ket—are acutely aware that Britain and 
Germany could form a united front to 
delay progress towards a common agri- 
cultural policy.

Thus, if Britain joins, she would have 
to accept the existing programme, includ- 
ing these agricultural provisions, 

This does not mean that Britain would 
have to abolish her deficiency payments 
system and replace them- by levies over- 
night. But it does mean that she would 
have to be prepared for a gradual change. 
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ON JANUARY 1, 1963” 


This is the Common Market Headquarters’ 


Exactly how would have to be worked 
out: probably what would be agreed 
would be a programmed switch from de- 
ficiency payments to levies, 

But at the end of the transitional period, 
perhaps in six or ten years’ time, both 
deficiency payments and levies against 
other members of the Common Market 
would have to disappear. There would 
be protection by levies against imports 
from countries outside the Common Mar- 
ket, except where there ‘are special 
arrangements, such as possibly with the 
Commonwealth countries. 


Britain Not Alone 


It must be pointed out, however, that 
Britain would not be alone in having to 
switch from deficiency payments to levies 
and eventually to free trade. For example, 
Holland also supports her dairy products 
by guaranteed prices and deficiency pay- 
ments and these would also have to go. 

In the case of horticulture, we would 
have to reduce our tariffs by perhaps 20 
or 30 per cent on entering the Common 
Market. We would be able to introduce 
instead a system of minimum import

It is the unanimous opinion here that 
the only acceptable possibility is that 
Britain, Diesen and Norway should join 
as full members of the Common Market; 
that Portugal should have an “asso- 
ciation ” like that of Greece; and that the 
remaining three E.F.T.A. countries— 
Sweden, Austria and Switzerland—should 
associate by way of a Customs Union or 
Free Trade Area arrangement. 


The Commonwealth problem is 
recognized as the most difficult, but I 
was surprised at the unanimity of 
opinion here on the possible solution.

Compromise 

Thus, the compromise has now ‘become 
acceptable, although there are still many 
points of detail to be worked out, 

At the end of every discussion on British 
association with the Common Mariket, the 
argument devolves on the price of food in 
Britain as compared with the Continental 
countries. It is agreed that the gradual 
introduction of the levy system would 
mean that the food price level in Britain 
would rise; but it is argued that this; would 
be cushioned by the duty-free jimports 
from the Commonwealth and that eventu- 
ally price levels in Europe would fall. 

The view has been expressed publicly 
and privately that some eight million 
people in the Common Market six coun- 
tries will go out of agriculture during 
the transitional period. And the Euro- 
peans agree that many British farmers will 
also go out of business if we join the 
Common Market. 


But it is argued that, with the 
rationalization and _industrialization of 
agriculture, this will happen anyway. 
All that the Common Market's common 
agricultural policy will do, they say, is 
to make it happen more quickly.

Comprehensive Orchard Trials Help Growers to : er tal 


Pick the Most Efficient Machines 


ACHINES working at the Royal Agricultural Society of ‘England’s fruit 
spraying demonstration at Sittingbourne, Kent, last week, included 
models suitable for all types of agricultural tractors. Growers attended 

from many parts of the country and saw a variety of machines ranging in 
outputs from five to 300gal per acre. Each sprayer or mistblower worked on an 
individual plot in an orchard put to the disposal of the Society by the 
permission of the Kent Farm and Horticultural Institute. 

The orchard consisted mainly of Cox’s — : 
Orange Pippin and Worcester trees, all of | which either raised or lowered bulldog 
which were fairly well laden with small | clips.

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Payment and Penalties for Milk Quality are on the Way 





M.M.B. PLANS TO GRADE 
PRODUCERS 


BOUT ~* °)0 producers of top quality milk will be something like 2d per 
gallon - tter off when the Milk Marketing Board introduces a three-band 
grading plan foreshadowed by the chairman, Mr. Richard Trehane, in 

his speech to the Board’s annual meeting in London on Thursday. The same 
number, producing low quality milk, will be poorer by the same amount. 

In the middle band there will be about 72,000 under the threat of a 2d a 
gallon cut if their milk falls below certain compositional standards but with 
an incentive to graduate into the top grade. 


The Board is thinking in terms of using 
total solids content as a measure, with 
extra payment for milk of perhaps—above 
12.2 to 12.5 per cent. Penalties would be 
imposed for milk below about 11.8 total 
solids. 

“ Farmer & Stock-Breeder” forecast 
last February that a scheme of payment 
for quality would be introduced to link 
up with the proposed marketing of a 
new grade of milk to replace T.T., which 
is due to become redundant. : 
Despite opposition from certain sections 

of the distributive trade, it is likely that 
the Board will be given Government 
approval to put the new grade on the 
market to retail at $d a pint above 
ordinary milk. 

Tine question will then be: how much 
of this extra 4d per gallon will go to the 
Board to be passed on to producers in the 
top grade band? 

The Board will probably press for at 
least half, which will provide about £3

While the Board hopes that some of the 
money to pay top band producers will 
come from the consumer by way of the 
new grade, it may re-distribute its pool, 
penalizing low quality producers to provide 
funds for those in the top category. 

Reactions ce: the Government to the 
Cook Report on milk composition are ex- 
pected in a month to six weeks. When 
these are known the Board will be able 
to proceed more quickly with its plans, 
which also include the establishment of 
a national minimum standard of hygienic 
quality. 

The Cook Committee came down in 
favour of a price penalty scheme for low 
s.n.f, milk. The Board followed up with 
the proposai that milk quality should be 
measured by protein content. 

Now, however, although they have 
not dropped the protein idea, it is con- 
sidered more practical to use _ the 
criterion of total solids, in order to get 
a quality payment scheme going quickly.

total solids are already available, whereas 
it would take several years to establish 
protein testing on a workable basis.

many other events. 


More than one breed put on a display 


of high quality; in fact, it was generally a case of fewer entries and 
a higher standard. Large Whites and Wessex, in adjacent rings, were 
also close rivals for. numbers (94 and 84 respectively) and excellence, 
with the coloured breed just having the edge in this last respect. 


ALL—one of the oldest-established herds 

of Large Whites, brought out a member 

of its newest family to take the major breed 

award, This was an R.M. sow, Wall Green- 

back 4th, from a family which, although only 

recently acquired by Mr. W. J. Ryman, traces 

back to the Histon Greenbacks—among the 
earliest in the herd book. 

The herd—now 60-sows strong—was begun 
by Mr, Ryman’s father in 1916 and has pro- 
duced many a Bath & West champion before. 
Last week’s winner won the recorded sow 
class at the Shropshize Show last month. 

Supporting his opinion that the females 
outshone the males, Mr. Hankey, the 
judge, brought in the reserve female cham- 
pion, Dr. K. Hellman’s July class leader, as 
reserve supreme. Most other points being 
equal, it was maturity that won the day for 
Wall for the main card. 

Dr. Hellman, a plastic surgeon born in 
Bavaria, has been in this country for 28 years. 
He, too, has a 60-sow herd which he began 
in 1956 and is run with a 20-sow Landrace 
unit. 

Placed at the top of the boars was a pro- 
geny-tested Royal Turk from Kyrtonian that 
has proved himself a good stock getter with 
several carcase contest winners (both pork and 
bacon) among his progeny. 


“One of the Best ”’ 


“One of the best boars seen for many 
years,” was judge Mr. H. Shepherd’s opinion 
of the Wessex Saddleback champion. And he 
thought the July class, from which it came, 
to be exceptional—*“ good all through.” 

In this class a tussle for first place devel- 
oped between Messrs. W. G. Williams & 
Sons’ Merrywood Renown and Mr. Keith 
Drayson’s Redstead Viking 3rd—two ex- 
tremely good pigs with not a lot between 
them. The Merrywood entry was preferred 
with Redstead runner-up and they stood thus 
for the male championship. 

But for the supreme award Mr. W. R. Jack- 
son’s grand matron, Chancellors Babble 80th, 
ousted Mr. Drayson’s boar from reserve 
position. 

Messrs. Williams have taken numerous 
championships at this show since their 35-sow 
herd was founded in 1940. So, too, has Mr. 
Jackson, who keeps Clun sheep and Friesian 
milkers as well as his Saddlebacks. 

Large Blacks were led, as in 1960, by an 
entry from Mr. J. C. Gynn’s Treslay herd. 
Winner last week was Treslay Larkspur 17th, 
a young sow following well in the footsteps of 
her LA.R. dam that won this award last 
year, Out of this same dam was the reserve 


female champion in the hands of Messrs. 
Acreman. 

There was a strong entry of Gloucester Old 
Spots and many pigs of considerable merit 
were before Mr. Stephenson, the judge. 

As in most of the other breeds, females 
were the pick and it was a lovely senior sow 
from Mr. Cecil Painter that won the top 
honour although the senior boar leader from 
breed stalwart, Mr. J. D. F. Green, ran her 
close. 

Mr. Painter’s winner, Poundbury Muriel 
8th, was the breed’s Sow of the Year in 
1960 and had left her fifth litter of nine 
only two weeks earlier. 

Among the Welsh yet another victory was 
scored by Messrs. G. M. & R. S. Barrett’s 
splendid matron Horselode Louisa 8th, un- 
beaten winner of 12 championships (including 
two inter-breed) last year. 

Bred by her youthful brother-owners, 
Louisa 8th was beaten by a herd-mate at 
Surrey Show on Whit-Monday. But this 
“usurper” was put in her place last week, 
standing second to Louisa in their class. 

Every entry of this breed was forward, an 
accomplishment shared by the National Long 
White Lops. Here only 13 pigs came up 
from the breed’s far-western home but there 
was evidence of a fining of the jow! and better 
carriage. The overall winner’ was Messrs. 
Eustice’s grand old sow Bezurrell Lady 10th, 
victor of many a show ring battle. 

Another name that has appeared in cham- 
pionship lists here before is Wych Cross 
Estates, who added to their numerous laurels 
the main Landrace award. This went to Wych 
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Mr. Keith Bromley took the 
top Aberdeen-Angus award 
with a heifer. 


Cross Dora 100th, a sow that was adjudged 
best bacon pig at the 1958 Smithfield Show 
but has appeared little since. 

Runner-up last week was the male leader— 
a boar of the tong Eros line in the 35-sow 
Thundergrove herd—that was notching its 
fourth championship in 10 days. Its sire was 
breed supreme here in 1959. 

Landrace heavily outweighed entries of 
other breeds in the bacon carcase contest. In 
the pure-bred class, 22 of the 27 listed were of 
this breed—the remainder were Large Whites. 
So, it was not surprising that the leader (and 
eventual champion) was a Landrace side. 

Entered by Mr. C. K. Thornton, it secured 
83 points out of the 105 possible. Runner- 
up in the class was another of the same breed 
from Messrs. R. S. Mason &-Son with 80 
points, but reserve for the overall card was 
the cross-bred class winner, a Landrace » 
Landrace-Wessex, from Aplin & Barrett, Ltd., 
with 81 points.

championship, his third supreme award al- 
ready this season. 

Female champion was an attractive cow 
from Capt. Daniel’s 50-cow herd, which has 
an average yield of 950 gallons at 4.75 per 
cent. Strong point of the Overbury heifer 
in reserve was its udder, described as “al- 
most perfect” by the judge. 

The small show of Red Polls was led by 
an in-milk cow from Mr. John Heyworth. 
Runner-up, another milker with a grand 
udder but hardly quite the body of the 
champion, was shown by Mr. & Mrs. P. O. 
Young. 

A most outstanding heifer from Ear! 
Bathurst stood out from the in-calvers. From 
one of the Cirencester herd’s best lines, it 


has perfect top and under lines and 
immaculate teat placings. 

Lord Bathurst had a successful day, too, 
in the Hereford ring. One of the first home- 
bred calves from his newly started herd took 
the female championship. 

Lord Brocket carried off the supreme award 
with his yearling bull, Brocket Superior. 
This bull, a first-prize winner at the Shrop- 
shire and West Midland on its only other 
appearance in the show ring, was one of just 
two entries, both by Vern Grandee from 
the Brocket herd. 

Galloways were not nearly so numerous as 
at last year’s show, but were of high quality. 
The heifers in particular wee zatremely 
level. 

Mr. Christopher Marler’s Deacon of 
Castlefairn, only bull on parade, 
was awarded the supreme cham- 
pionship. Deacon, now in his third 
season as Mr. Marler’s stock bull, 
was bought for 320gs at Castle 
Douglas. 

Mr. Marler also shares a stock 
bull with Mr. Kenneth Bawtree, 
each using it in alternate years. 
But though they co-operate in 
breeding, Messrs. Marler and Baw- 
tree are keen rivals in the show 
ring and it was a heifer from Mr. 
Bawtree’s herd that took the re- 
serve award.

Planned To 
Reduce 
The Costs 
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At the Bath & West Dairy Farm green-meat was fed to the cows on the slatted 
floors direct from outside the building into an auger conveyor. 


OST cutting was the theme running through most of the educational exhibits at 


the Bath and West. 


The Society’s own contribution—the staging of a 40- 


cow dairy farm showing the latest advances in commercial dairy farming—was 
a great success and the Ministry’s extensive exhibit, with its emphasis on the balance 


sheet, was of first-rate quality. 

The Society’s dairy farm was in the form 
of a working demonstration, with elevated 
viewing platforms to allow visitors to see 
exactly what was going on, particularly at 
milking times. 

Because the West country dairy farmer is 
often short of straw, slatted floors were 
chosen for the exhibit, at both high and low 
levels to allow the manure to be collected with 
a fore-loader and dispersed through irriga- 
tion pipes. 


35 sq ft per Cow 

The slats were 10ft long, Sins wide, with 
lin spaces between. An area of 35 sq ft per 
cow was allowed. 

Labour requirements of the milking unit 
were reduced to a minimum. Two men were 
employed and the actual milking of the 40 
British Friesians in the herringbone parlour 
was done by one man in about one hour. 

Refinements of the system were milk-flow 
recorders, travelling feed hoppers and cir- 
culation cleaning of the milking plant. Yields 
were recorded on tape by the operator. 

An independent out-of-door bulk concen- 
trate store was used, from which supplies were 
drawn into a rubber-tyred trolley. 

Milk from the espe was piped strai ight 


| 


to "the stainless steel bulk storage tank for 
collection” by M.M.B. tanker. 

An interesting aspect of the system was the 
demonstration of hydraulic manure disposal, 
by which effluent was extracted from below 
the slats for direct dispersal through special 
spray guns on to pasture. 

Work at the National Institute for Research 
in Dairying has made it possible to choose 
a milking parlour suitable for any herd, pro- 
vided one knows the average yield per cow, 
number of cows to be milked and the level 
of concentrate feeding in the parlour. 

Complementary to the model dairy farm 
was a N.A.A.S. exhibit showing how this can 
be done, and helping producers to check on 
the efficiency of their existing systems. 

On the Ministry site one of the most im- 
pressive sections was that dealing with the 
enlightened use of modern building materials, 
to achieve buildings of pleasing appearance 
and low maintenance. 

Incorporated in it was a demonstration 
showing the effect of the new Safety Regula- 
tions as they apply to ladders, lofts and gang- 
ways. 

It was demonstrated. that pleasant appear- 
ance is obtained by good proportions, 
especially by change of tone or apes between

roof and wall and between walling and clad- 
ding to make the building blend into its 
background. 

Another part of the Ministry’s exhibit dealt 
with mechanical handling. Visitors were told 
that 30 to 50 per cent of farm labour is used 
to move things from one place to another. 

The show was held during Commonwealth 
Technical Training Week and the relation- 
ship of technical education to agriculture was 
the main theme of the Somerset Farm 
Institute’s contribution. 

Pre-Packaging 

To round off a first-rate educational sec- 
tion there were produce pre-packaging demon- 
strations dealing with potatoes, eggs, poultry 
and vegetables, 

An exhibit a on the sire performance 
testing work of B.O.C.M, at Barlby attracted 
much interest. The six Devon bulls shown 
included Sir Bernard Waley-Cohen’s Honey- 
mead Warrior, that was the best bull in the 
test and was the subject of admiration for the 
figures it achieved and its conformation. 

Warrior achieved a daily live weight gain 
of 3.36lb im the 168-day test period, with

Less conventional, but educational all the 
same, was “the only Charollais-Ayrshire 
cross calf ever to be born in Britain,” exhi- 
bited on one stand.

Suffolk Show’s Second Highest-ever Attendance 
See Production Classes Well Supported 


T a time when so many show societies are talking of having to discontinue 
production classes because of lack of entries, it is encouraging to be able to 
report that the dairy breed exhibitors at Suffolk Show support these most 


important of all classes magnificently. 


Of the 


igible Ayrshires at Ipswich last week, 


no less than 67 per cent were entered for production-inspection placing; of the British 
Friesians, 57 per cent; and even the Channel Island entries topped the 40 per cent 


mark. 

Suffolk often does to-day what the rest 
of Britain thinks of doing sometime soon; 
and Elveden Estates have been among the 
local pioneers. Their Guernsey cow that 
was in the senior production class only, and 


not entered in the inspection classes at all, | 


took the female cup. This 1959 Dairy Show 
inspection champion, Pyrford Enid 67th, has 
led the production class here four times. 

Suffolk’s weather-luck held on the first 
day: it is now many years since it had other 
than bright sunshine for the opening. The 
Ipswich permanent showground, growing 
roads and fencing fast, was hard underfoot 
from drought—various seeds mixtures have 
been sown and are being tested for their 
durability as show turf. 

But the highlight of the permanent develop- 
ment so far is undoubtedly’ the capacious 
brick-built stockmen’s canteen, planned also 
to provide shower baths and electric razor 


points. 
Guernseys Good 


For all-round even quality, in all classes, 
Guernseys were hard to beat in the dairy and 
dual-purpose cattle. “A better improvement 
than I’ve seen this year,” said the judge, 
Mr. R. W. Garside, of Shropshire. 

The champion cow and production class 
winner came, fitti , from Lord Elveden, 
this year’s Show President. His Pyrford 
Enid 67th’s last year’s yield was 10,206lb 
at 5.52 per cent. 

Another Shropshire judge, Mr. B. C. 
Draper, faced large British Friesian classes 
of 19’s and 20's, 

The in-milk Friesians were best, but the 
tail-enders—although mostly good milkers— 
were not show cattle. Prestige would have 
been better served if some had stayed on 
the farm. And general comment was of a 
poor in-calf heifer class. 

Terling Blomke 41st, RMX, from Messrs. 
N. E. Simper & Son, of Bawdsey, attracted

attention from the beginning as potential 
champion. A fifth-calver, now 73 years old, 
this was her first showing. She took first 
in her class, became female champion, then 
supreme champion. 

But her last-calf yield of 16,150Ib at 3.69 
per cent failed to put her on top of the 
production class. Honours there went to 
Suttonhoo Countess 2nd from Mrs. M. C. 
Barton. 

Poor back legs right through the heifer 
classes spoilt the Red Polls and reflected— 
said judge Mr. A. Austin—the current diffi- 
culty of “finding bulls right on the legs.” 

But he praised uniformity in other classes. 
“With that standard through the country we 
céuld stand up to any competition,” was his 
view. And he placed a delightful cow, Fox- 
earth Rosina, from Messrs. J. O. Brand & 
Sons, first and female champion. 

Rosina (8,106lb at 4.39 per cent last lacta- 
tion) was fresh from the breed championship 
at Herts and the supreme championship at 
South Suffolk and Hadleigh. But her yield 
down-pointed her in the production class— 
that going to Lord Cranworth’s Grundisburgh 
Unabashed, with 9,895lb at 4.42. 


High Costs 


Ayrshire entries were poor in number, eight 
being the largest class—perhaps due to the 
Scotsmen’s cannier look at the costs of show- 
ing. Quality was good and level, but not 
outstanding. 

Jersey classes were marked by board- 
sweeping entries from Mr. Michael Richards’ 
Woodhall herd at St. Albans—two champion- 
ships, male and female; one reserve cham- 
pionship; eight firsts, including the production 
class and progeny group by one bull; and 
two seconds. 

Dairy Shorthorns had the least supported 
classes and fewest spectators. A pity, ones 
there was far more milk than usual in the 
production class, with a particularly out-

Tense Ring 

Focal point of excitement in the judging 
rings was in the Suffolk horses. Sir Robert 
Gooch, the Suffolk Horse Society’s President, 
took the female championship with his 
Woodrows Bluebell, bred by Messrs. G. M. 
Anderson & Son, with some ease: Bluebell 
was reserve leader both here and at the Cam- 
bridge Royal last year. 

The question was, could Sir Robert’s 
Benacre Commander, in the senior stallion 
class, achieve the double for Benacre by 
again interrupting the winning sequence of 
Marshland Adam, as it had done at Wood- 
bridge recently after Adam had led in nine 
consecutive occasions since 1959? It did— 
on action and breed type—reflecting glory on 
its great old sire, Springfield Commander. 
Both mare and stallion leaders were by 
Commander and out of the same dam, 
Woodrows Heather Belle. 

The Suffolk horse entries maintain their 
figure here—49 this year as last—but it is 
disappointing to see so few new, young 
exhibitors coming in.

They total 780 acres of grass and arable, 
plus 2,766 acres of hill grazing. 

There is nothing pretentious about any 
of these holdings. ‘Fhe buildings are in 
the solid Scottish tradition and the bulls 
are kept either in covered yards or in 
stalls, 

Mr. J. Dean, one of the two Senior 
Inspectors (Live Stock) in 
emphasized the value of running bulls 
together. They remain docile and tract- 
able throughout, he says, and can be 
handied without trouble. Whether this 
would apply to Ayrshires and Jerseys, Mr. 
Dean did not say. He is concerned only 
with 101 Aberdeen-Angus bulls, 138 
Shorthorns, 16 Highland and four Shet- 


Any of the bulls, if he knows his job, 
can look forward to periods of service 
which may take him all over Northern 
Scotland. At the time of writing there 
is an Aberdeen-Angus bull working on 
the Holy Isle of Iona.

HEN I last wrote on farming matters things were going very well indeed. 
By Easter all the corn but 50 acres was in the ground, much of it up 
and a good plant, land was being worked down for a direct seeding 


of Italian ryegrass. 


I was looking forward to getting well ahead with the 


top dressing and spraying in the early days of April. 


Just to show me that it’s no good count- | 


ing on any favourable weather, the 
controller of our climate has been be- 
having abominably. 

To begin with it rained almost incessantly 
after Easter, with the result that too 
much top dressing was going on when 
conditions were really unsuitable. 

A tractor makes nasty marks when the 
ground is soft, and wet leaves show the 
scorch marks of the sulphate for a long 
time. I intended to do most of my 
extra nitrogen sowing in the seedbed, 
but circumstances in the shape of 
breakdowns prevented this. 


I am becoming more and more convinced 
that seedbed sowing of extra nitrogen 
is _— but it ng to i ae to 

se rom. complete 
fertilizer — aa soe of the com- 
bine drill. It’s ellen § that the roots 
of the plant must spread beyond the 
narrow confines of the drills and there 
might as well be something there to 
feed these roots on.

I am unhappy, mage about the amount of 
weed growth in the corn. After several 
years of conscientious spraying there is 
very little charlock to be seen. In fact 
spraying for this could be missed out in 
many cases. However, there is a great 
deal of chickweed and some quantity of 
cleavers and a little redshank. 

I am not suggesting that killing the char- 
lock has been main cause of the 
spread of these other weeds; there may 
be other causes too deep for me to 
understand. I am only stating a fact. 
And whatever the cause it is an expen- 
sive fact, for the cost of the sprays to 
deal with these weeds is a good deal 
higher than the mixture used 
for charlock. It’s possible though that 
we might one day be forced back into 
using an acid spray that kills everything 
a we did in the bad old 

lays. 

It is essential to kill cleavers and redshank 
if possible, but as long as the i 
standing at harvest chickweed is 
trouble and is often defeated by a com- 
bination of shade and summer drought.

I had been to clean a fair acreage 
during A for ae summer rape

would have had to go forward into a 
fallow and then into winter wheat. 
However, enough of this misery, let’s have 
a look at the bright side for a bit. There 


has been an abundance of grass. My 
cows were enjoying it by March 12, 
though that’s late by some people’s 
standards, but I always feed all my leys 
hard until Christmas with sheep. This 
early grass was of marvellous quality 
and the milk rose something 40 
per cent in a few days. So far the 
quality of the b ges has kept up ex- 
tremely well and yields are not varying 
much. 

There is also a good deal less of the grass 
tetany trouble that seems inseparable 
from modern ley farming. To counter 
it I feed barley and calcined Sethe 
at the rate of about 2Ib aed cong oe 
cows may not need the barley, but a 
do need the magnesite, and the barley 
seems to be the cheapest vehicle to put 
it into the cow with.

This season my 
stock have given me little worry but my 
arable is worrying me to death.

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PETER JOHNSON describes the beef recording 
methods employed by Mr. John Young, Polled 
Hereford breeder, of Ringstead, Norfolk 


ITH the Charollais importation imminent, the search is on for fast- 
fleshing, quick-maturing bulls of substance and scale to meet the 


challenge of the invaders. 


Where are these sires to be found? Cer- 


tainly in the herds of the handful of master breeders, but from elsewhere 
information is vague and the prospects uncertain. 


Among those who are trying to provide 
the type of bulls the dairy industry needs 
is Mr. John Young, poll Hereford breeder 
of Ringstead, Norfolk. Both his sires and 
dams are progeny tested and his bull 
calves are also performance tested. 

Throughout the past four years Mr. 
Young has been carefully recording his 
herd on his 600-acre East End Farm. Cor- 
nerstones of his breeding system include 
management under a standard environ- 
ment designed to give all cattle an equal 
chance Recorded information on weight 
gains is then used as a guide in a con- 
structive breeding policy. 

For preference the cows at East End 
Farm are calved during the winter 
months. Creep feed is offered to their 
offspring from an early age for Mr. Young 


does not care whether the calf grows 
through milk from the dam or creep feed. 
Either way, he says, “it proves the calf 
has the potential.” Nurse cows are never 
used. 


Between the ages of seven and eight 
months old the calves are weaned and the 
sexes segregated. 

At this stage the bulls, running in pad- 
docks in groups of ten or more, are put 
on a six-month feed test—‘“the vital 
period when you want tremendous 
growth.” 

From 4 p.m. until 7 a.m. they have 
access to concentrates mixed with chaff, 
which are provided in dry feeders placed 
under partly covered yards. This method 
has proved more satisfactory than three

times a day feeding. From 7 am. to 
4 p.m. the dry feeders are left closed. 

When a year old the bulls are gener- 
ally eating up to 12lb of concentrates 
daily plus hay to appetite. The ration is 
mainly composed of home-grown feed. 
The sole aim of management is to sim- 
ulate as closely as possible the conditions 
under which the bull’s progeny will be 
fattened. 


Heifer Management 

Management of the heifers from wean- 
ing until they are served at about 18 
months old is rather different. ‘They are 
fed about 6lb of concentrates daily in the 
winter with barley straw and silage. They 
run out all day and come into yards at 
night, After service the heifers rough it 
and (unlike the older cows), they are not 
steamed-up before calving. At 18 months 
old they are given a conformation score, 
being assessed up or down on the dams’ 
rating.

The next weighing is done around 
weaning time and for ease of calculation 
the weights are standardized at 200 days. 
In 1958 the heaviest calf weighed 538lb 
(an average daily gain of 2.34lb at 200 
days), while the poorest growth rate re- 
sulted in a 392lb calf with a daily gain 
of 1.61lb. 

Figures for 1959 show the best calf 
gaining 2.48lb daily and the worst 1.13]b. 
For 1960 the best reached 2.89lb, the 
lowest 1.68lb. The birth weight is de- 
ducted from the total before calculation, 
so these figures are of actual gain. 

The final weighing of the heifers is 
done when they reach 18 months old and 
the average weight has been found to be 
between 900 to 950Ib. These figures are 
useful for ensuring that size is maintained 
as well as quality. 

However, it is on the bulls that the 
system focuses most keenly. 

Any male calf that fails to gain at 


least 2lb per day from birth to 200 days 
is castrated, irrespective of his looks, un-~ 
less he is a first calf from a heifer, for 
which allowance is made. 


At eight months old each bull is 
weighed again. Thereafter he is weighed 
once a month until he reaches the age of 
14 months. Ar that age a conformation 
score is also given, using the sire’s figure 
as standard. For example, a bull might 
be rated —20 on his sire’s conformation 
score.

HEN Charollais cattle come to 
Britain and are crossed with 
some of our own breeds the 

calves will need to be done really well. 
On a tour across Northern France last 
week members of the British Grassland 
Society saw not only pure Charollais 
but the progeny of Charollais crossed 
with *Normandy and with Friesian 
cattle. 

The difference between single suckled 
animals and those reared on a milk-sub- 
stitute from an early age were striking. 
British breeders must be warned on this 
point or the breed will be damned too 
easily. 

Perhaps it is as well, too, not to expect 
too much Charollais crosses. The 
Grassland Society party saw some really 
nice individual animals last week, but 
the general impression was that the 
Charollais owas, perhaps, a little 


disappointing in its ability to stamp other 
breeds with its qualities. 

This is borne out by French market 
prices. A top producer, turning out superb 
quality Charollais can, currently, get 
about 5s per Ib dead weight. The best 
crosses, however, will be over a shilling a 
pound less. 

It should be added that only a small 
proportion of beef sold fetches these 
prices. A more usual price for average to 
good beef is 2s 6d to 3s Ib dead 
weight. Manufacturing grade will make 
Is to ls 6d. 

There is usually a 10 to 15 per cent 
variation in price according to season with 
peaks at Christmas and Hester. Subsidies 
are not paid but the Government puts a 
floor in the market to the extent that it 
will step in as a buyer when over-supply 
causes a severe drop in values. This is 
financed by a 2% tax paid by butchers.

quick maturing animal. Two-and-a-half

seen fat cattle par excellence. M. Halphen 
has some 320 head of Charollais. His 
policy is to buy in 18-month-old cattle 
(weighing about 8cwt and costing around 
£80 per head). These are kept for nine to 
16 months, according to the market, and 


make an average selling price of £150, 
weighing about 13cwt.

T needs more than a cursory glance 

to be able to assess the value of a 
gun. In the long run the best plan is 
to take it to a reputable gunmaker, and 
to ask him to give you his opinion. 
His fee will be money well spent. 
There may, however, be some faults in 
the gun which you can spot. 

Start with the barrels. They are ex- 
pensive to replace. The first point to 
check is, have they been nitro-proved? 
The mark NP, or the words nitro proof, 
will be stamped on the flats of the barrels 
in this case. But they may have been 
proved many years ago. 

The barrels should be examined most 
carefully both on the inside and the out- 
side. Few second-hand guns are perfect 


and much hangs on whether the ge

found can be put right, and how much 
it may cost. If there is slight pitting in 
the barrel (probably caused through poor 
cleaning in the past) a gunmaker may be 
able to remove it. Ce ly the gun is 
not worth buying if there is Yad pitting. 

Any small dents in the barrel probably 
can be removed, and it is important that 
re should be, for otherwise the barrel 

ill wear thin at these places. Usually 
there is little that can be done about bad 
bulges in a barrel, and it is dangerous to 
use a gun in this condition. 

Another point to watch is whether the 
barrels are “off the face.” When a pair 
of barrels is badly off the face it is pos- 
sible to see light between them and the 
vertical part of the action when the gun is 
held horizontal. 

Another simple way to check is to grip 


the gun with the left hand in front of the 
trigger guard, the gun being in a hori- 
zontal position with the barrels upper- 
most. Then tap the heel of the stock 
with the right hand. Any rattle felt by 
the left hand will indicate that the action 
is. loose. 

Other points which should be checked, 
though probably they can be put right 
cheaply, are to see that the trigger pulls 
are not too light, for this is an important 
safety factor; and the strikers must give 
correctly placed blows of the right force. 

Will the gun really suit you? After the 
gun has been checked, but before buying 
it, take it out and try it. There is no 
point in buying a gun which does not 
feel comfortable.

UAKURA Research Station in 
New Zealand has been exploding 
many of the accepted practices in pig 
management. In particular, Mr. 
D. M. Smith, until recently in charge 
of pig research there, now advocates 
serving smaller gilts of about 160lb 
weight, and breeding them for moder- 
ate rather than high milk production. 
Although it is established practice in 
New Zealand to mate gilts at 230 to 
250lb weight, Mr. Smith has shown it 
to be more economical to keep their 
weight down to 160Ib at seven months 
of age. 

Recent research using 300Ib sows in- 
stead of 400Ib sows has shown that a 
saving of 150lb meal a sow is possible in 
the course of a reproductive cycle. 

If smaller sows are used it does not 
mean that their litters will be smailer in 
numbers or stunted. It has been shown 
that gilts raised to puberty and main- 
— on low rations between the first 

and second oestrus shed fewer eggs at 
both heats, but they show a greater em- 
bryonic survival than gilts fed well 
throughout. 

If the feed intake is increased for about 
a week before second cestrus, the ovula- 
tion rate is substantially raised. It is 
thus possible to obtain large litters from 
gilts raised to puberty on a low level of 
nutrition by flushing before the second

age weight of a litter from a 160lb gilt 
may be slightly lower than that from a 
400lb sow; but this is not important. 
What is to be avoided is the uneven litter. 

In New Zealand, as in Britain, it is 
standard practice to feed the pregnant 
sow on a high level of nutrition so that 
she will make up the loss of weight from 
suckling the previous litter, and to pro- 
vide energy for feeding the following lit- 
ter. This is claimed to be wasteful. 

First, extra feed given to the lactating 
sow will result in heavier weight gains 
in the litter than if it is given to her when 
pregnant, Secondly, the sow will be pre- 
vented from losing weight during lacta- 
tion. In fact she should be fed so as just 
to maintain her weight at this time. 

Ruakura is now inclined to think that 
the high milk-producing sow is not 
something to be sought after. Research 
shows that the more milk the litter 
drinks then the less they eat from the 
creep. 

This is poor management, because feed 
consumed by the litter directly from the

creep is converted to live weight more 
efficiently than feed processed by the sow 
and presented as milk. 

Another way of reducing sow mainten- 
ance during lactation which has been 
investigated at Ruakura is by mating the 
sow while she is still suckling her litter. 
In this way the maintenance requirements 
of the sow during the period over which 
gestation and lactation are proceeding 
concurrently. can be debited to the sub- 
sequent litter. 

This system has been successfully 
developed at Ruakura by separating the 
sows from their litters for 12 hours daily 
beginning three weeks after farrowing. 
Sows can be mated successfully four to 
six days after starting the treatment; and 
the number and health of the resulting 
litter are not affected. 

It is estimated that im this way the 
overhead cost of a suckling litter could 
be reduced by the equivalent of about 
140lb meal for sows of 400Ib and by 
115lb meal for sows of

LOT of praise and congratulations 

have been given to various officials 
for work they have done on the eradica- 
tion of bovine tuberculosis. Sir John 
Ritchie, the Chief Veterinaty Officer of 
the Ministry, has just received an award 
and medal. Needless to say, all veterinary 
surgeons have been adequately rewarded 
for their work (and still are) but let us not 
forget the sacrifice the farmer has been 
put to. 

The expense of the eradication forced a 
number of the small farmers out of 
business; it put others on the verge of 
bankruptcy and there were the few, be- 
cause of worry, who committed suicide. 


Find £2,500 

In my own case, my whole dairy of 55 
cows, were reactors (but all of them pro- 
ducing pure milk). These were sold in 
the barrener ring for slaughter at an 
average price of £42 (a good price at the 
time; the markets being full of such 
cattle). To restock with a similar number 
of attested cows, I paid an average of 
£85. This meant I had to find about 
£2,500. 

We were given a bonus of 2d a gallon, 
as compensation, but this will no more 
than compensate for the loss of milk, as it 
will take several years to build up a herd 
to equal the amount of milk produced 
from the previous dairy. The £2,500 is 
lost, never t0 be seen again.

Put Not Thy Trust 
in Civil Servants 


R. CHERRINGTON, in his otherwise excellent article (May 16, p. 83), 
about big business, rather mixes his arguments by bringing in the 
Common Market, as well. He seems to look gloomily at this prospect 

of our entry into E.E.C. and yet forgets that if we did join we should have a 
Common Tariff Wall around us keeping out some of the surpluses being dumped 
here at the present with such disastrous results to the prices we receive, the 
Treasury liability and the purchasing powers of the primary producers of the 


Commonwealth. 

The two main points in favour of the 
Treaty of Rome are this measure of con- 
trol over imports and of course the very 
large potential market of over 260 million 
people. 

However, one of the greatest possible 
objections to our entry into E.E.C, is, of 
course, that we as an industry should lose 
any “lobbying influence” we now have 
and the enemies of agriculture hold that 
we, as an industry, wield influence out of 
all proportion. 

Decisions about our future well-being 
would be made somewhere in Europe at 
Strasbourg or Brussels and our repre- 
sentatives would be outnumbered by the 
Continentals who regard this country as 
an industrial producer and hence as a 
large market for their agricultural 
products. 


Furthermore, instead of our own elected 
representatives arguing the toss with the 
Ministry of Agriculture, we should have

Under the Common Market 


proposals, if we were a member, the French would only be able to sell us grain 
at the fixed target prices which are likely to be more or less in line with our 


present support prices. 

The present low world prices of grain 
and other farm produce are throwing a 
formidable strain on the 1957 Act defi- 
ciency payment system; because as prices 
fall the subsidy bill payable by the tax- 
payer mounts alarmingly. 

It is no secret that the Minister of 
Agriculture has recently forecast that if 
we do not join the Common Market it 
may soon cost the taxpayer £400 
millions annually to guarantee farm 
prices under the 1957 Act. 

Once we join the Common Market, over 
a period of years farm subsidies will 
gradually be replaced by target prices, and 
the consumers will eventually pay more for 
their food. But the price of other con- 
sumer goods will fall. 

It is not so much a question of what 
farmers will gain from the Common Mar- 
ket, but that it will be disastrous if we 
do not join, because the rising cost of 
guaranteeing the prices fixed under the 
1957 Act will force the Government to go 
in more and more for quotas, and restric- 
tions on farm output.

WOULD like to draw Milk Pro- 
ducers’ attention to Table 4 on 
Page 15 of the Annual Report and 
Accounts of the Milk Marketing 
Board. In this Table, the Producer’s 
Average price, Retail price, Agri- 
cultural Wages and Purchased Feed- 
ing Stuffs are all reduced to 100, 
as in 1950. 

In 1961 the Producer’s Average price is 
stated to have risen from 100 to 104, 
the Retail price from 100 to 154, Wages 
from 100 to 176 and Purchased Feeding 
Stuffs from 100 to 141. 

Should we not be given some explanation 
as to what has happened to the 50% 
increase in retail prices which the 
farmer has not recetved? 

Over this period of 11 years the total 
sales of milk from farmers rose by some 
four hundred and thirty million gallons. 
One would have thought that this 
would have allowed those handling the 
milk to reduce their margins per gallon, 
rather than increase them by over 50%, 
as is shown in Table 12, which tells us 
that their retail margin in 1950 was 
11.12d and in 1360 was 17.69d, 

Had the retail price only risen by 4% or 
the same amount that the farmers’ price 
has risen, I have no doubt that we would 
be selling a great deal more milk than 
we are

PARTNERSHIP 


My wife and I want to form a business 
partnership. Is a legal agreement neces- 
sary?—X, 

A formal written agreement is not essen- 

tial in order to form a partnership but it 

is advisable to have a written agreement, 
not only for avoiding difference arising 
between the partners, but to assist in deal- 
ings with the Inspector of Taxes and the 
Estate Duty Office.

Young goats that are well bred for milk 
do sometimes produce milk—up to as 
much as four pints a day—without being 
in kid and without having been mated. 
Thus the presence of milk in the udder 
is not a sure sign that she is in kid, and 
it is by no means always possible to tell 
by inspection except. shortly before 
kidding takes place. If she is in kid she 
should now be increasing in size, and the 
udder be developing further. Do not 
commence milking before she is due to 
kid, unless the udder become very tight. 
; BY. 


FOOT CARE 
A number of my sheep’s feet seem to be 
swollen and painful. What should I 
dor—S. M. 
It reads as if pus or matter has formed 
within the feet, maybe as the result of 
stone bruising or grit working in, and it 
would be well very carefully to pare a 
foot or two, to see if such has occurred. 
In any case, overgrown feet should be 
pared back into proper shape, especially 
at the toes, as there must be no over-lap- 
ping of the toes of the claws and there 
should be no turning in of the wall of the 
claws over the sole. No treatment will 
prove effectual unless all decayed and 
under-run horn is removed, as in the case 
of ordinary foot-rot.—Vet. 


TETANUS 

I found a lamb alive but board-stiff (and 

_ killed it, of course), What was wrong 
with it?—C. C. 

The lamb was affected with tetanus, 
commonly known as “lockjaw,” and the 
cause of this is the infection of some 
wound or other by the spores of the 
tetanus bacillus (Clostridium  tetanit). 
These germs affect only the nervous 
system by which, of course, all the 
muscles of the body are governed. The 
spores of the Clostridiwm tenani can 
develop only in the absence of oxygen, 
so puncture wounds such as nail pricks 
are the most dangerous. The disease 
may follow castration and docking opera- 
tions, especially when. the hot iron 
method is used.—Vet.

I advise 2 parts by weight crushed oats, 

2 flaked maize, 2 crushed barley, 1 weat- 

ings, 1 palm kernel cake, 1 decorticated 

groundnut cake, 1 linseed cake, 3 per cent 

proprietary minerals. Feed at 44lb per 

gallon.—J. S. H. 


GROWTH FROM GRASS 


A bunch of my beef calves, born last 
autumn, are now at grass and are getting 
some supplementary feeding. I want to 
yard them next winter and sell them 
the following spring. What feeding do 
you advise for them and should they be 
wormed?—W. H. (Somerset). 

Personally, I would not feed any concen- 

trates now so long as the grazing is really 

good. It will be more economical to use 
concentrates later on in the summer if 
gtazing becomes at ail short. In addition, 
concentrates should be used during the 
final stages of fattening. Calves on really 
good grass, particularly if this is “fresh” 
grass not previously grazed by older 
cattle this season, will go ahead well. 
Changes of grazing at intervals are also 


valuable. So long as this is done worming 
is unnecessary, and so is treatment against 
husk. I have practised this grazing 
method with autumn-born calves for 
several years now and have been very 
pleased with the results.—R. K. 


FERN FEARS 
Will bracken harm gilts? There is some 
at one end of a rough pasture.—D. M. 
(ITerts). 
Pigs are only likely to be poisoned from 
eating too much bracken root if they have 
no other form of food and have to exist 
on it alone, If your gilts were to get three 
or four lb meal per day it is not likely that 
rooting would do much harm, but the 
more meal you can give them the safer it 
will be—H. R. D. 


NO KIDDING 


Is it possible to rear calves satisfactorily 

on goats’ milk?—E. P. (Yorks). 
It is certainly possible, and they should 
do well on it. Dilute the goats’ milk with 
water for a few days while the change- 
over is taking place—starting with two- 
thirds milk and one-third water, and in- 
creasing the proportion of milk daily if 
there is no sign of digestive disturbance, 
and giving whole milk, say, five days from 
the commencement of feeding the goats’ 
milk.—H. E. J.

tem is used mainly on grass and a well 
diluted mixture can be spread at any time 
of the year and will not scorch in dry 
weather. Cattle will graze a few days 
afterwards and the response of the grass 
is quite rapid. By regular analysis of the 
slurry any deficiencies in plant food can 
be made good by adding appropriate 
fertilizers to the cess pit. The dilution 
is usually of the order of 5 to 1 so 600 
gallons of dung and 3,000 gallons of water 
requires a pit 601010 feet, and this 
applied at the rate of 4in per acre, is 
sufficient to cover 3 acres of land every 
10 days.—H. I. M.

CURATES EGGS 


After a long laying season my hens are 
producing a number of thin-shelled 
eggs. Would the inclusion of limestone 
flour in the diet correct this particular 
fault?—A. G. C. (Kent). 

Egg shells are formed by a combination of 

calcium phosphorus and vitamin D, and a 

diet inadequate in respect of one or both 

of these can result in poor shell texture, 
particularly if the level of egg production 
is consistently high, as for example with 

Leghorn-type hybrids which may be fairly 

consistent between 80-90°. I would con- 

sider that additional vitamin D, would be 
more likely to produce the desired result 
rather than . additional limestone flour, 
especially if limestone grit is available to 

the layers. The additional vitamin D, 

can most easily be given as cod-liver oil 

on a small grain feed two or threé times 

a week—make the grain slightly greasy 

with cod-liver oil and feed it to the 

hens either in troughs or on top of 

the mash.—H. R. C. K. 


BIRDS OF A FEATHER 


How can cock and hen guinea fowls be 
told apart?—F. C. (Yorks). 

The hens call (when shut up) “come 
back,” “come back”; the cocks have a 
shrill piercing ctv.

TRUE TEST 
Some of my cows have recently tested 
extremely high in butter-fat. What is 
the cause of this?—A. E. (Surrey). 
High individual tests are not uncommon. 
Freshly calved cows often have a high 
test, and I have a Friesian cow which 
once tested over 8 per cent a few days 
after calving! The trend then is for the 
butter-fat percentage to drop markedly 
reaching a low level 4-8 weeks after 
calving when the cow should be at her 
peak yield, and it should then start to 
rise again. A number of other factors 
affect milk quality, and late April, May 


and early June are normally “low 
periods ” for butter-fat. However, weather 
conditions can play a big part and I have 
personal knowledge of a herd normall 
testing over 4 per cent falling to 3 
per cent within a few days, and then a 
fortnight later being back to 4 per cent 
again.—R. K.

Lower Returns Contribute to Widespread 


Disquiet Over Marketing 


it seems only the British Egg Marketing Board can 


D ISQUIET over egg marketing is now so widespread that 


afford to ignore it. 


Quite suddenly the whispers have 


become growls and before we know it there might very well 
be the prospect of 400,000 egg producers streaming in full 
cry towards Wingate House, London, W.1, seeking retribu- 
tion. It might appear ridiculous but then so does the ostrich’s 


habit of putting its head in the sand. 


There has been a significant down- 
swing in the Egg Board’s popularity chart. 
Only last December, I was happy—if 
indeed a little surprised—to be able to re- 
port that at the annual general meeting 
there was virtually a resounding vote of 
confidence, increased remuneration and 
cheers for the Board. 

Not to put it too strongly, there has

now been another of those wretched winds 
of change. ‘The outlook is a trifle stormy. 
Behind it all is the common denominator 
of lower returns, but the more obvious 
explanation is that somewhat hasty de- 
parture of the £7,000 a year general 
manager, Mr. Thomas Coates, whose 
arrival not long ago with a super-salesman, 
revived producers hopes. 

Then about 12 weeks later he left “by 
mutual agreement ” with just the suspicion 
that his: point of view was right and the 
Board’s was not good business. 


Crisp Comment 

Poultry correspondents are always 
credited with being well-informed about 
such matters, In fact that is nonsense 
where the Egg Board is concerned. All 
I had was a crisp statement of fact from 
Wingate House. 

On some aspects of policy of course I 
am fully informed. From the same source 
quite recently there was an eight- ~page 
pamphlet headed “Notes for Students ” 
setting-out the Board’s past history. There 
are frequent releases too on . research 
fellowships and the like. What a pity they 
don’t have any bearing on immediate 
problems. 

Hounding poor Mr. Coates has been 
the obvious line and he has shown admir- 
able restraint remarking: “I am still good 
friends with the Board; they are very 
nice people.” But sundry other quotes 
would seem to establish the facts. Read 
this twice: 

“The Board and I were not thinking 
along the same lines. I thought it would 
be better for me to resign... . there are 
two ways of running a public concern: 
One the Mitk Board way with a strong 

policy-making Board and a_ strong 

General manager; the other the co- 

operative approach run on committee 

lines.” 

Did you read that twice? Why here is the 
very crux of the matter. The whole fault 





of the Egg Board is that nine large com- 
mittees normally composed of Board 
members and several augmented by trade 
representatives, meet all too frequently. 
Responsible and presumably adequately 
rewarded officials must respond to their 
varying whims. 

I draw no conclusions from all this 
beyond saying that the egg tycoon of the 
Northern counties, Mr. Joe Kemp a 
former member of the Board, frequently 
states that he owes success to making firm 
decisions and letting other people carry 
them out. 

One fact must be stated boldly: No 
marketing board has been so assidu- 
ously served by so many well-meaning 
persons. 

A shining example is Mr. W. J. 
Welford, chairman since its inception, He 
has never spared himself, working a 14 
hour day, to the detriment of his health. 
Rightly he has won the esteem of the 
industry and it is as a result of dynamic 
leadership that the committee system has 
worked. But even chairmen must retire 
ultimately, and there lies the uncertainty. 

It may be that the investment of around

There is still ample scope, particularly 
ron the sales side. As for criticism: The 
thing to do is to ape the rooster not the 
ostrich and lift the head clear of the sand 
to face it fairly and squarely.

Two Points of View on 
the Best Methods of 


Rearing Growers 


NO CHOICE, 


HE size of our farm, little over two 

acres in all, led inevitably to rearing 
all our pullet replacements intensively. 
To-day, however, we would not contem- 
plate a return to range of even to semi- 
intensive rearing. Apart from the ques- 
tion of labour we have found that we can 
grow pullets with less mortality and more 
uniformity by rearing entirely on wire 
from day-old. 

After all, the sequence is logical. 
Pullets go into battery cages at point of 
lay, so what could be more sensible than 
to rear them in the type of environment 
in which they are going to spend their 
lives? We do, however, make a number 
of concessions, for it is unwise directly 
to flout nature. Two things that cannot 
be ignored are fresh air and natural food. 


No Drugs 

We mix our own feed for the entire 
15,000 pullets we rear every year; and, of 
course, for the layers as well. We be- 
lieve in fresh, coarsely ground grain. best- 
quality proteins, and no drugs. We are 
able to control the feed intake with no 
element of guesswork. 

Chicks start in five-tier battery brooders 
which have heat at one end only. As soon 
as they learn to run out into the cold 
section we open the windows of the 
brooder house, summer and winter alike. 
Generally this is when the chicks are 
three days old.. They get plenty of fresh 
air, and feather rapidly. 

At three weeks the chicks move into 
larger battery brooders, Here they have 
no heat at all. Again, the windows of the 
building are opened as soon as the birds 
settle. At seven weeks they are de-beaked 
and go outdoors to wire-floored verandas,

where they remain up to point of lay. We 
do not de-beak before seven weeks old. 

Our mortality to point of lay is low— 
under § per cent from all causes.. We do 
not know coccidiosis, and we seem reason- 
ably free of fowl paralysis, despite the fact 
that the rearing units are flanked on two 
sides by the battery houses. 

Possibly one of the major advantages 
of intensive rearing, we are now realiz- 
ing, is the control of growth rate through 
light patterns, We use light hybrids, and 
we rear both early and late-hatched birds 
to make full use of our rearing plant. 

It is difficult to prevent this type of 
hybrid coming into lay too soon, especi- 
ally with those hatched early, and reared 
in increasing amounts of light stimulation 
from natural daylight. By giving these 
pullets a 24-hour “day” for the first 
weeks, and natural daylight afterwards, 
we have found that we can hold them 
back to 22 weeks, 


NO COMPARISON. 


N my view it depends entirely upon 

whether the farmer has adequate land 
available. If there is good land to be 
had, I am certain that it is far better for 
the health of the birds: for their con- 
stitution, muscular and gizzard develop- 
ment, that they should be reared on fresh 
pasture than under any other system. 

Nutritionally the grass, and general 
foraging that the birds do, may not add 
up to much—on paper. But together with 
the exercise, these bring a pullet to point 
of lay in top trim and full of “go.” 

Free range must be genuinely frie. 




















Summing-up—»y MURRAY HALE 


OSSIBLY these two farms represent 
two extremes. One with 800 acres, 
the other with two: each rearing possibly 
the same number of pullets; although 
Luckin Bros., as Accredited breeders, of 
course, rear a considerable number of 
breeding cockerels, as well as the pullets. 
What struck me, curiously, was not the 
dissimilarity, but the similarity. On each 
farm the stock was of really high 
standard. 
Bach has a case that is unanswerable; it 
works well. Although frankly I confess 


to an old-fashioned liking for green 
pastures: a few hours spent with Mr. 
Glasser, seeing the obviously fine fettle of 
his birds, makes me realize that there is 
much to be said for a small acreage highly 
intensively developed. 

Intensivism in any form is only safe 
in the hands of the highly skilled poultry- 
man. That point needs emphasizing. But 
it is equally true that free range is not 
an excuse for lowered standards of man- 
agement. It is a system of farming well 
suited to the general farm.

Says Mr. G. Luckin 
That is usually only possible on a general 
farm. Those with not enough land who 
can come to am agreement with a neigh- 
bouring farmer, will find that any agree- 
ment to use the land will result in con- 
siderable benefit to both sides. 
Economically, at first glance, the cost of 
range rearing may seem high. This is not 
wholly true. 

If there is any question of stale land 
or overcrowding, I am certain that it is 
best to keep the birds right off it. 

_I do not quarrel with the fact that inten- 

sive layers do better than those out-of- 
doors. But I definitely prefer a range 
reared, hardy, slowish maturing pullet to 
fill these intensive houses. 


Great Relief 

We have managed to eliminate the most 
trying task of all, however, shutting up at 
night. This district is now fairly free of 
foxes: and that is a great relief! 

In the spring and summer, the labour 
charge against the range pullets is not so 
high. I have to confess that in the worst 
weather, with the need for added protec- 
tion and considerable attention, the costs 
of range rearing go up by perhaps 33%. 

_ We can feed a bird on a cheaper ration 
without a doubt. Using plenty of whole 
= and of course the harvest stubbles, 

would say that there is a saving of some- 
thing like 25 per cent on feed costs.

Miss Freda Seal, who farms 


300 acres near Melton Mowbray 


in Leicestershire 


REDA SEAL is a living denial of 

the belief that women are the 

weaker sex. She has battled 
against ill-health; she has established her- 
self as a farmer of a considerable acreage; 
and she has probably had a greater effect 
on the farming youth of the Vale of 
Belvoir than any other single person or, 
for that matter, organization. 

When she left King Edward VII School, 
Melton Mowbray, 30 years ago, she 
wanted to be a chemist. It was ill-health 
and the need for fresh air which brought 
her into farming. 

Her father was the village blacksmith 


farming fraternity he arranged for her to 
start on 40 acres. In 1947, in partnership 
with her sister, she rented the 304-acre 
Wild’s Lodge Farm, Burton Lazars, of 
which she is now sole tenant. 

She had an early interest in good stock 
and in stock judging. She is the only 
farmer ever to have won the Melton Fat- 
stock Show cattle championship three 
years in succession—1935-6-7—and she 
was prominent with her cattle and sheep 
at other East Midland shows. 

aa oe + 

Although she milked on her first farm, 
she has concentrated more and more on 
rearing first-class stock on her present 
one. But sheep are her main interest. 

She likes the Scotch Half-Bred ewe, 
sometimes by a Suffolk ram, for her 
generally wet, cold and virtually undrain- 
able land. They are crossed with Suffolks 
again to produce fat lambs—208 of them 
this year from 120 ewes. 

Nearly 200 of her acres lie in the 
hollow drained inefficiently by the River 
Eye and have t remain in grass. But 
about 120 are in arable rotation and for 
this Freda is her own chief combine- 
driver and applier of weed-killers. 

The general point must: be made that 
Freda Seal is an efficient farmer operating 
on very difficult land. She is known far 


and wide im the East Midlands for other 
things, but this is the backbone of her 
life. 

Apart from her showing of earlier 
years, what she is now most widely known 
for is her association with Melton Mow- 
bray Y.F.C. It is one of the largest clubs 
in the area and the one with the longest 
continuous existence in Leicestershire. 

When the former Melton Agricultural 
Discussion Group decided to admit ladies 
as members in 1933, Freda Seal was the 


: one—the only one apart from the secre- 


transmute into a young farmers’ club. 

She was club leader within a year of 
the new Melton Y.F.C., a post she held 
until 1947. Many of the members and 
former members say she still is club 
leader, although she claims merely to be 
on the advisory committee now. 

+ + + 

The chub started as a stock-rearing club 
and still retains calf-rearing as a major 
activity, probably because of Miss Seal’s 
passionate belief that knowing about good 
stock is a sine qua non of successful farm- 
ing in the area. As many as 68 calves 
have been forward at the club’s annual 
spring sale in Melton market. This year 
there were 28, with prospects of more for 
next year. 

Because of her interest in stock judging, 
Melton club also provides the bulk of 
Leicestershire’s representatives in national 
Y.F.C. judging competitions. A recent

This is the kind of thing Miss Seal will 
tell you with pride. But a former mem- 
ber of the club who is still in the district 
says that Miss Seal is the mainstay of its 
activities in every direction.

Despite many imvitations, Frede—as 
she is so widely known—does not now 
extend her activities to anything outside 
her own district, except in helping to 
train Leicestershire’s county judging 
teams.

have been confined to branch level also.

EEL and blanch the onions for the 
stuffing and boil them for a few min- 
utes with the (Only four 
sage leaves because their flavour is so 
overpowering.) Drain and chop finely. 

Mix with the breadcrumbs and the 
melted butter and season well. Bind with 
the beaten egg. Season the duck well, 
inside and out, and stuff it with this mix- 
ture—to which the lightly fried, finely 
chopped liver of the bird can be added 
if you like. 

Rub the bird well all over with butter 
and cover with a piece of buttered paper 
or foil, Put in a hot oven (Regulo 7; 
425 deg F) for 15 minutes. Then reduce 
the heat to Regulo 4; 350 deg F, and cook 
for another hour to an hour and a half 
or even longer, according to size, basting 
often, till the duck is tender and the skin 
brown and crisp. 

Remove the paper from the breast and 


increase the heat to Regulo 7; 425 deg F 
again for the last 10 minutes of cooking. 
When it is done put it on a hot dish and 
keep it. warm. 

Pour a tablespoon of fat from the roast- 
ing tin into a saucepan, sprinkle in the 
flour and gradually add a cupful of giblet 
stock. Season well, bring to the boil and 
simmer till it has reduced a little. 

Meanwhile core the apples, cut them 
into rings and fry them golden brown in 
the rest of the duck fat. Serve the duck 
garnished with the apple rings and sprigs 
of watercress, and hand the gravy separ- 
ately.

advises on . . travelling with baby 





OTTLE fed babies should have each 

feed prepared just before it is given. 
But if you are travelling by train or in a 
car for some distance this may be im- 
possible. 

It is tempting to put the food, at just 
the right heat, into a large vacuum flask 
and use as required; but this is a 
dangerous practice. Any germs which may 
find their way in will multiply in warm 
milk, and so lead to food poisoning before 
the end of the day. 


* * * 


There are two safe ways. The first is 
to scald out a large vaccum flask, sk, and then 
put the feed in at boiling point, so that it 
is too hot to incubate bacteria. Half an 
hour before feeding time, pour some into 


a clean feeding bottle, and let this cool to 
the correct temperature. 

Or you can transport the feed, cold, in 
the feeding bottle, keeping this wrapped 
in a damp cloth. Have boiling water in 
your vacuum flask and, before feeding 
time, put the feeding bottle into the hot 
water to warm it up. 

If your journey gives you enough time 
and space every four » you can just 
carry boiling water in a flask, and make 
up each feed from that as required, but 
this is rather difficult at the ordinary road- 
side stop-over. 

The thing to remember is that baby 
food is safe when really cold or really hot, 
but not when it is warm. Disease germs 
breed best at body temperature.

(Regulo 3; 325 deg F) for 14-23 hours 
according to size, basting frequently. For 
the last 10 minutes of cooking increase 
the heat to crisp the skin. 

Keep the duck hot and remove most of 
the fat from the liquid in the tin. Mix 
the flour with a little cold water and add 
it to the liquid. Simmer for a few min- 
utes and stir in the wine if used. Darken 
with a little gravy browning, if necessary, 
and hand the sauce separately.

butter. Make a bed in the bottom of a 
well-buttered casserole, or covered roast- 
ing tin, of the chopped onion, celery, 
sliced carrot and the bacon cut into small 
squares, 

Lay the duckling on top. Cover closely. 
Cook over a very moderate heat for 20 
minutes. 

Uncover, transfer to a moderate oven 
(Regulo 4; 350 deg F) and cook for about 
an hour and a half longer, basting’ often. 
Put the duck on a hot dish and keep it 
warm. 

Strain off the liquid from the tin into 
a small saucepan and skim off the fat. 
Add the giblet gravy and cider and sim- 
mer for 10 minutes. Strain in the orange 
and lemon juice. 

Cook the thinly pared and finely 
shredded orange and lemon rind separ- 
ately for five minutes in a little boiling 
water. Drein it off and strain the sauce 
into the pan containing the rind. 

Reheat without boiling and pour over 
the duckling. Garnish with tufts of water- 
cress and mandarin orange sections. 

When Seville oranges are in season 
they make the most delicious sauce of 
all, but you can leave out the lemon juice 
and rind if Seville oranges are used.

EGS come into their own in the 
summer. By the sea they are more 
important than faces. Brief beach 

clothes or tennis kit spotlight the line 
from heel to thigh and draw attention to 
slim ankles and dimpled knees. 

Not all of us are born with pretty legs; 
but almost all of-us can ensure that our 
legs are slim, our knees free from puffiness 
and our thighs slender. 

The leg measures 84in round 
the , 134in round the calf, 174in 
round the thigh. Study your legs with 
the help of a tape measure and see how 
your legs compare with this standard of 
perfection.

If they are a little fat, a trifle puffy, 
there are three ways of reducing them. 
The first is with rest. Whenever you have 
a moment during the day to rest or relax, 
prop up your legs on stool, chair or on a 
tab 

At night in bed, prop them up on a 
pillow or cushion arranged at the foot of 
your bed. 

The second way is with massage. You 
can have this done for you professionally 
and a course of massage does wonders for 
lumpy legs and puffy ankles. You can 
expend energy instead of money and mas- 
sage your own legs with excellent results. 
This is how you do it. 

1. Kmeed the back of the leg from 
ankle to inside of knee, pinching the flesh 
deeply. 2. Using both hands, stroke the 
leg firmly from ankle to thigh. 3. With 
alternate hands, slap the sides of the legs 
from ankle to knee. 4. Grasping the ankle

with both hands, wring it mercilessly as 
if it were a wet towel. 

The third way is by means of exercise. 
Here is an easy exercise which gives rapid 
results. 

Place a telephone book on the floor and 
place the toes upon it so that the feet are 
on two levels, toes on book, heels on floor. 
Now rise up on the toes as high as possi- 
ble, then sink to the floor again. 

Repeat the movement as rapidly hg 
possible—holding on to something if y 
find it difficult to keep your ue 
beginning with ten movements and work- 
ing up to fifty. 

Perhaps your legs are too thin for 
beauty. You also need massage and exer- 
cise. Your massage should be gentle, 
however, with warm oil or a lanoline 
emulsion. 

Using both hands stroke from ankle to 
thigh. Gently pinch the calves of the leg 
between finger and thumb. 

Bicycling, dancing, and above all, hill 
climbing will develop the legs. 

The legs must be well-groomed and 
that means free from fuzz and satin- 
smooth. Some use depilatories to remove 
hair from the legs, but the simplest way is 
to shave the legs at regular intervals. If 
gooseflesh is present, free the clogged 
pores which cause it by washing with 
pore-cleansing grains. 

Scorch marks, these ugly brown marks 


which come from fire-hugging, can be re- 
moved by sponging the legs with equal 
parts of peroxide and water and allow- 
ing this to dry on the legs. At bedtime 
massage the legs with an emollient body 
lotion and until the marks disappear, hide 
them with leg make-up or tan-tinted pan- 


cake.

Thinking back on my recollection of 
flowers and plants of my girlhood days, 
I must be honest and confess that my 
dealings with them were not confined to 
gathering posies.

We used to start with hawthorn — 
when they were unfolding. They ar 
about as tasty as some of the other sieds 
we eat—which isn’t saying much. 

When the clovers were out we used to 
break off the heads, bunch the florets up 
close together between and 
finger, and suck out the nectar from the 
base end. 

Wild strawberries are, of course, de- 
licious, having a flavour distinctly differ- 
ent from any garden variety. In the 
woods where the lilies grow we used to 
find an umbelliferous plant, called the 
earth-nut, because -it has roundish 
tubers. Some boys showed me once how 
to dig them up and eat them.

They tasted not too bad, I seem to 
remember—something like chestnuts— 
though I didn’t eat many because they 
were too liberally coated with earth. We 
all ate mallow-seeds, though, which were 
also nutty to the taste and which we 
called cheeses. 

In autumn, of course, we tried a good 
variety of fruits and nuts, including 
beech-nuts (which played havoc with 
one’s digestion), haws (which aren't bad, 
though rather dry), yew-berries (which 
will kill you quickly if you don’t spit out 
the core), sloes, and the fruits of the wild 
service-tree, which have a certain flavour 
when they start to decay. 

Taking all in all, we country children 
acquired a reasonable working knowledge 
of our native flora. Better, perhaps, than 
that of modern children by rather differ- 
ent methods.
